Council:- 

In  accordance  with  instructions  fron  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  this  is  an  intorin  report  for  the  two  years  under 
review,  full^rocords  being  preserved  until  the  end  of  the 
war.  On  the  whole,  the  health  of  tho  population  appears 
to  be  remarkably  good  notwithstanding^rationing  strain  and 
the  hard  work  brought  about  by  war  conditions, 

*  A  _  Measles  was  very  prevalent  in  1941,  and  apart  from  the  fact 
that  there  was  no  outstanding  increase  in  the  common  notifiable 
infectious  diseases*  Scabies  and  Impetigo  were  very 
prevalent,  and  steps  to  deal  with  these  were  in  hand  at  tho 

end  of  1941. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  for  both  years  was  extremely 
low  and  a  matter  of  satisfaction  when  compared  with  the  higher 
rates  of  former  years. 

Considerable  attention  was  paid  to  water  supplies 
throughout  the  district  with  a  view  to  Supplementation  of 
the  normal  supply  should  the  need  arise. 

In  vi ew  of  the  additional  work  imposed  on  the  staff 
by  Civil  Defence  and  other  wartime  duties  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  maintain  p-11  the  standards  of  the  pre-war  period, 
but  the  main  essentials  have  been  dealt  with. 

I  have  pleasurein  recording  with  thanks  the  assistance 
of  all  members  of  your  staff,  and  particularly  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council  in  any  matters  requiring  assistance}  As  in  previous 

years  the  support  of  all  members  of  the  Council  has  been  a  great 

help.

a  Owing  to  the  heavy  pressure  of  Civil  Defence  work  in  1940 
it  was  not  possible  to  make  the  progress  of  the  two  previous  years 
in  this  work.  Poll  ov/ing  the  appeal  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  to  be  intensified,  further  efforts  were  made 
with  satisfactory  results  and  progress  is  being  well  maintained  durin 
1942.  Special  efforts  are  being  made  to  increase  the  numbers  of 
children  in  the  1  to  5  years  age  group,  and  these  are  meeting  with 
success.
